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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an-applicau on filed- in-& 

States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Assaderaghi et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,811,857). 

In re claims 6-14, Assaderaghi (column 5, lines 1-20; column 9, lines 45-48) discloses in 
a circuit comprising a plurality of SOI devices, a method for enhancing the performance of the 
circuit, the method comprising: 

Providing a pulse discharge circuit, the pulse discharge circuit having a pulse generator 
connected to the circuit; 

Using the pulse generator to generate a pulse^otumrHi^liGe-rjJ.)^ 

Discharging any accumulated potential on the body of at least one of the plurality of SOI 
devices to a point having a lower potential than the accumulated potential of the body in 
response to the pulse from the pulse generator. 



3. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Voldman (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,074,899) 
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. In re claims 6-14, Voldman discloses in a circuit comprising a plurality of SOI devices, 
a method for enhancing the performance of the circuit, the method comprising: 

Providing a pulse discharge circuit, the pulse discharge circuit having a pulse generator 
connected to the circuit; 

Using the pulse generator to generate a pulse (column 4, line 67); 

Discharging any accumulated potential on the body of at least one of the plurality of SOI 
devices to a point having a lower potential than the accumulated potential of the body in 
response to the pulse from the pulse generator.
